The act, hailed by organized labor 
as a new Dill of rights and sharply 
Opposed by many great industria!- 
ists, cuarantees in permanent law 
that every worker is entitled to bar- 
gain collectively through represen- 
tatives of his own choosing anu 
without coercion from the employ - 
er. 

A quasi-judicial board of three 
is created and charged with the re- 
sponsibility of seein» that this legal 
right henceforth is not abridged noi 
denied. The bcard has power to 
hold elections to determine the 
chosen representatives of the em- 
ployes. 

In signing the bill, Mr. Roosevelt 
emphasized that this hoard would 
not act as meditator or conciliator 
in labor disputes, a function unde: 
the department of labor. 

It is important that the judicia’ 
function and the mediation func- 
tion should not be confused,” sait 
the President. “Compromise, the 
essence of mediation. has no pla« 
in the interpretatiou and enforce 
ment of the law.” :

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Smooth Arms 
A Necessity 
For Summer 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


F YOU want the cool, crisp lit- 

tle summer frocks to look well 
on you you should make sure 
that you arms are as smooth and 
shapely as they can be. In yes- 
terday’s column, I told you how 
to reduce arms that are too 
fleshy, but reducing is not 
enough to make many pairs of 
arms good looking! 

The skin of the arms is more 
apt to be rough and discolored 
than on other parts of the body. 
The upper arms especially may 
be unlovely and look as though 
they were covered with goose- 
flesh. This is caused by tiny 
horny cells that accumulate un- 
less they are constantly removed 
by scouring and the skin kept 
soft and pliable with a good 
cream. 

This is one place where you 
will enjoy using the herb: packs 
that we have often talked about. 
They leave the skin of the arms 
soft. smooth and at least a cou- 
ple of shades 
fairer after 
you have 
used them. 

Do not omit 
soap and wa- 
A ter alto- 

-gether, but 
use it two or 
three times a 
week, apply- 
ing it with a 
stiff hand 
brush and 
scrub bing 
vigorously. 
Use the herb 
bags for 
cleansing on the other days. 

Make little three-inch square 
bags from chéeseécloth or gauze 
and fill them with a mixture 
made from one cup almond meal, 
one cup castile soap shavings and 
one teaspoon borax. Fill other 
bags with plain almond meal or 
with a mixture of almond and 
oat meal. 

Soak one of the bags contain- 
ing the soap shavings in warm 
water in your wash bowl and use 
it to cleanse the arms thoroygh- 
ly. Rinse well and then -rub the 
skin with one of the little packs 
of pure almond meal or the mix- 
ture that has been soaked in the 
juice of half a lemon and an 
equal amount of warm water. 
Pat the liquid in which the bags 
were soaked into the skin and 
leave it on overnight. 

In the morning, rinse the skin 
thoroughly and use a good hand 
lotion. If the skin is inclined to 
be oily, you might like to use a 
simple home-made lotfon of 
glycerine and rose water. This 
same treatment is excellent for 
rough, discolored necks, 

Ordinary rough, dark elbows 
respond to this treatment read- 
ily, but extreme cases of rough- 
ness might be combatted with a 
paste of almond meal, pumice 
stone and lemon juice. 

If your arms are very dry, 
massage them thoroughly from 
the wrist up with a rich créam 
each night, or if the skin is very 
oily or the arms inclined to be 

plump, pat them with an astrin- 
gent -and massage and knead 
thoroughly to improve both tex- 
turé and color.

Inventiveness

F YOU want to save on your 

food budget, try planning your 
menus definitely to use left-overs. 
Incidental left-overs, of course, 
but there are many occasions 
when you can plan ahead for 
them by cooking enough food for 
two meals. You save food and 
you save time and fuel. It is just 
as easy to cook extra potatoes or 
vegetables as it is to cook only 
what you. need for one meal. 

Some of you say that your 
family objects to left-overs. Of 
course, they do if the food is 
served as left-overs! But left- 
overs really taste good when in- 
telligently combined and dressed 
up so they look well. Left-over 
meat and stew is always inter- 
esting when served as a meat pie, 
but if you have over-worked this 
idea, try serving it as a stuffing 
for large, plump mushroom caps. 

Or make your stew ingredients 
into a Hungarian goulash with 
fried onions, sour cream and 
paprika. And to make it still dif- 
ferent serve it in a golden, toast- 
ed croustade. The bread, cut from 
the inside of the loaf can be 
sliced and made into a fruit pud- 
ding or dried out slightly in the 
oven and made into a fruit betty 
that cooks while your main dish 
is heating in the oven.

Hamburger Casserole 


It is often economical to buy a 
large slice of sirloin or round 
steak and use the choicer por- 
tions a3 steak and grind the rest 
for meat balls or hamburg pat- 
ties. For the casserole, season the 
chopred beef well with salt, pep- 
per and powdered sage. Mold 
into balls and arrange in the 
greased casserole. Over it arrange 
a thick layer of sliced onions, 
sauted until golden brown in hot 
fat. Use four tablespoons of the 
fat. add three tahlespoons of 
flour and blend well. Add two 
cups strained canned tomatoes 
and juice and cook until slightly 
thickened. Pour over the onion 
layer, sprinkled with buttered 
crumbs and bake in a moderate 
oven for half an hour. 


Strawberry Pudding 


Wash a quart of ripe straw- 
berries, remove the hulls, slice or 
crush and sprinkle with one cup 
sugar. Use one-fourth cup of the 
juice for softening oné teaspoon 
gelatin. Melt over hot water and 
add to the strawberries and mix 
well. Butter a bowl] and line with 
slices of soft buttered bread from 
which all crusts have been re- 
moved. Add half of the straw- 
berries, then more slices of soft 
buttered bread. Add the rest of 
the berries and top with bread. 
Add a plate to weight down and 
set in the refrigerator overnight. 
Serve with whipped cream or 
with a thin boiled custard sauce.
